woodwork of the coaches. Tbe flames 
spread and destmy' ■! a lar^^e amount of 
mail and express matter. liosideH spread- 
ing panic among tbe already terror- 
stricken passengers. It U supposed that 
some of the passengers were nnitble to 
extricate themselves from therrecfc and 
were consumed in tbe flsmes, but it ta 
dincult to get sccuruie information, as 
tho employes of tbo Norfolk and West- 
era railroad refuao to give information 
to the public. It ta impossible to stato 
the number of people kUled, but tbe 
uost reliable estlmato places it at be- 
tween twenty- Ave and thirty.

These cylinders are 
each I'i feet in diameter, lined inside 
with a IS-inch ring of hard brick laid on 
Portland cement, and the interior ta 
filled with ooneretSk The tops of the 
cyUnders resAb to the elevation of 4 feet 
above, high water and are capped irith 
Kentucky river limestone n inches 
thick. The height of the bridge from 
the bed of the river to the railway track 
ta 988 feet Work was flrst begun on 
thta bridge in AprlL The masonry, 
cylinder foundatlona, west visduct and 
wast tower are now completed, and the 
entire bridge will be flntahed ready for 
passage of trains by August 15.

HINTS FOR DAIRYMEN. 



CwMwrniiic lb,. saiMng aad 
Markellas ol llatMr. 

It should Iw the rule to get the 
purest and liest salt to be obtained for 
the purpose, aa tbe best is none tiHi 
good. A small amount sav.-d on a 
hundred pounds of -;i i i- "f liitl" eon- 
liieneu if it proves in any aans-jr to 
)m> inferior aad tbaa iajaraa the qnal- 
Ity of the butter. Gat tba bast kind 
and then oontinua to use it rather than 
xperiment with other brands or 
i.'rades. G«t the best tabs. Tbe out- 
side appearaaee of tbe package 
some influence on tbe sale of tba ooa- 
lents, as a dealer would not be likely 
to look for a Una quality of butter to 
aa inferior looking tub qaite as soon 
as ia a eleaa Na 1 package. Bettor 
pay fire or ten oents extra for tbe 
rii.'ht kind of a package rather than 
lake a poor one as a gilt There is a 
good deal of difference lo the quality 
of the limber from which the tubs aro 
made. The firm-grained kind that will 
not become brine-soaked and smeared 
before r<'n<'hing market is «hat will 
Ifive the U'-t -atisfa^'tion. 

A word alxmt raarkeling- the pr<v 
duct: Of course every farmer that 
makex hi.s own butter should endeavor 
to secure as good a market for it as 
possibleu Whether be can do best by 
selling at baaM, aaattV H to ibe com- 
mission men to tba tiftlaa or by looking 
up somo special eaatoaner to whom he 
can send direct will ba for him to de- 
termine. But ooe eourse would aot 
seam to be best in the eod, that is to 
have no stated market, but selliag 
firet to ooe and tbaa to aaotber, 
wherever for the time the best priee 
Bwy be obtained. Terhaps for a few 
weeks or months, if th^re is some com- 
petition, be may get a Uttle more 
money, but it will be at the expense 
of fiading a steady market sod obtain- 
ing a reputation for hu product, which 
is very desirable in the course of ye:,rs. 
Usually the dairymen who succeed 
best are thoso who have obtained a 
good r«'putation for their butter in the 
market, and which is of such a quality 
aa to comiiiunii a ttatisfackiry price 
year after year. Some any that suob 
a course as this is not progreaa. bot wa 
believe ttaara may be too frequeal 
chaagea to be of real beoett to tboae 
making theai. aad it is waU to reoiem- 
berthadd adage. "Look beforayou

There are veral diUcrtml varb tli-r 
ot the tea-plant, but the various kiml- 
of the leaf known to coiiinH n o ar. 
mainly in9ueni-"d by soil in wliieh the 
p'.anl is pniduc*Mi an.l tho dilTerenl 
m inner in which the leaf is pr>jpare<l 
Inf'hina tl.-i te.i-plant blossoms in No- 
vember, and 'ny the next autumn th< 
seeds are ri|i«'. These are thi n kept 
in sand until the following spring, 
when thoy lire planted When aboui 
eighle,-n inches high, tho top shootr 
of tbe plant are pinched off to make 
them grow in bushy form. Whea the 
planu are three yeara old thay yield 
their first picking of learaa. Thuy 
attain their mazimom yfeld wbaa 
about ten years old, and then datort 
orate, giving way to young plaata 
Naturally the plant wotdd frow to tbe 
height of a tree, hot for tbe conveni- 
enea of picUag it to kept pruned down 
to five feet The aarilaat picking ol 
the lea leavea to mada the first ol 
April This oonsists of tha bads aad 
the very youngest leaves, aad thoagfa 
the smallest pieking of thaf year, h ' 
tite most valuable, because of the tin 
flavor of the young leaf. Tho largest 
crop of the year is picki-d abrmt the : 
lint of May. and there la a picking 
of inferior quality in July, and •!> 
some locatitiee one of old and poor j 
leaves even later. The leaves when 
picked, ore first expose<l to the S'ln | 
and air in shallow ba-Wets; then they, 
are stirred in heated pans, nnd tliun 
1 table, where work- 
in Bioall bandfuls and 
nth than to roU them into the form 
whidi thoy llaaliy retain. For fine 
teas there an ra p ea t ed beatings and 
airings, and. bafora paoking, thay are 
spread apoa a tahl% aadthaimpar- 
feotly rollod toaras ara raawved. and 
the dust and fine frogmeoto alfted out. 
If the prooeas of drying to completed 
as rapidly aa posaibla after picking, 
the tea remains green, but for black 
tea tbe prooeoa to prolonged. I'be 
very bright green tons ara aaid to be 
dried in copper pans, and sometimoa. 
it is said, a small quantity of Prussian 
blue is rubbed with them whilo drying 
lo produce tho brilliant color. The 
Chinese districto in which tea is ex- 
tensively ratoad Ito between latitude 
i5 aad SI dagraea north.
